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Thrilling Fight

Macdonald Today 


There are as many “greatest fights 
ever filmed” as there are houses in 
which George Washington made his 
headquarters, so perhaps it is best 
not to grab the handy superlative by 
the neck and hurl it into the breach 
to dé@scribe the fight scene which is 
staged in “Fools in the Dark” at the 
Macdonald theatre tonight and _ to- 
morrow. But whether or not any 
fight scene is the “greatest,” the 
battle over the decks of the schooner 
between Matt Moore and the vessel's 
crew, and the death struggle which 
takes place in the cabin between Matt 
and the villain are unquestionably 
on a par with the most famous fight 
scenes ever shot, and that goes for 
the historic battle in “The Spoilers.” 


The running fight on deck is a 
marvel of agility and cleverness to 
say nothing of “punch” for which 
Moore deserves supreme credit.
